How Much Devaluation? 


Aras FROM ITS QUARREL 
with Mr. Coyne, what is the 
Canadian government actually 
doing about the devaluation of the 
dollar? So far the dollar has drop- 

od a few popnis 
orien but not. much, certainly 
not enough to make good the gov- 
ernment’s plan to discourage im- 
ports and encourage exports on a 
large scale. What are the long-term 
prospects? How far can and should 
the dollar be driven down’ How 
much will the process cost and how 
permanent will it be? 

An answer to these questions is 
offered by Mr. D. B. Marsh, assist- 
ant generat manager of the Royal 
Bank of Canada, in The. Financial 
Post. As an expert jong trained in 
international money movements, 
Mr. Marsh doubts that the artificial 
devaluation of the Canadian dollar, 
by the government's purchases of 
American dollars, can be achieved 
and maintained for long against the 
natural pressure of the money 
market. : 

“{t is argued,” Mr. Marsh says, 
“that, at very little cost, we can 
fix the Canadian dollar at some 
rate below the market with untold, 
and unexamined benefits to our ex- 
port trade and domestic employ- 
ment. The exchange fund account 
would merely use Ofnadian dollars, 
acquired al. current Canadian short- 
term rates of ititerest, and invest 
them in U.S. treasury bills. The cost, 
therefore, would be approximately 
equa! to the current spread between 
Canadian and U.S. short (interest) 
rates, but unfortunately that will 
become an increasing cost over time. 

“With Juck, good management 
and complete assurance of the in- 
tentions of our monetary-and fiscal 
authorities regarding the degree of 
deliberate undervaluation intended, 
this operation could require perhaps 
$200 millions per point just to get 
the Canadian dollar down to this 
pre-determined parity.”

otherwise the British economy 
would already have been transformed 
by the increased competition of recent 
years, arising from anti-monopoly leg: 
islation and the removal of import re- 
strictions. 

What is likely, jn fact, is that short- 
term measures i save the country 
from immediate crisis; that things will 
then take a temporary ‘swing for the 
better and that evervene will start to-* 
forget the underlying troubles. Whigh, 
in turn, jays the seed for the next

CHATEAUGUAY, Que. (CP) 

Maxime Raymond, 77, once a 
controversial figure in Cana 
dian polities, died Friday nicht 
at his summer home in this 
community 20 miles south of 
Montreal 

Mr, Raymond was a member 
of the House of Commons for 
stituency from 1925 until 1949 
when he retired from politics 
a somewhat disheartened and 
disillusioned man. 

First elected as aLiberal, he 
staunchly backed that party 
until the early 1940s when he 
split. sharply with the late 


prime minister Mackenaie King 


over the government's handling 
of Canada's war effort 

Mr. Raymond crossed the 
floor of the Cotrimons and 
founded his own party Le 
Blot Populaire Canadien. He 
felt the government was wrong 
in calling for an all-out effort 
to fight a war on foreign soil 
He argued that Canada’s effort 
should be kept moderate, that 
there should be no conscription 
and that Canadian soldiers 
should remain at home to de 
fend their own country
